Bill Johnston has been known in Colorado athletics since 
he entered East Denver High School. During his four year 
career there he made his first appearance as a track man and a 
football player. He played on the football team for three 
years. He was left-fielder on the baseball team for one year. 

After he graduated from high school in 1901, he enter- 
ed the School of Mines. He was here one year, and his ability 
as a runner and halfback was given its first test. One year 
after this he spent at California University, but was not active 
in athletics on the coast on account of the one year rule. In 
the fall of 1903 he entered the University of Colorado, where 
he was known as one of the fastest 100 and 220-yard men, and 
a plunging halfback. It was during his career at Colorado that 
he made records in the 100 and 220-yard dashes, the high jump 
and the broad jump. He is regarded as one of the fastest half- 
backs Colorado has ever known. 

Since he left Boulder he has been in the East and South. 
He was coach at the University of Kentucky for four years, 
and met with success. For the next two years he coached the 
football and baseball teams of Wooster, Ohio. When he left 
Wooster, he was presented with a magnificent loving cup by 
the students of the university, as a token of their appreciation of his services. 

Johnson was engaged as athletic director of the School of Mines and assumed 
his duties in September of 1911. He acted as assistant football coach in 1911 and 
coached the teams in basket ball, baseball, and track, in the spring of 1912. The 
basket ball and baseball teams won the state championship. In the fall of 1912 John- 
son was head coach for the football team which won the Rocky Mt. Championship.

The week preceding the Wyoming game 
was spent in correcting the faults which were 
evident in the previous game against Utah. 
The line was in good condition and improved 
every day. With the backfield it was dif- 
ferent; McKnight, Stringham, and Burris 
were all laid up with sprained ankles. Al- 
though Schneider and McGuire were doing 
good work, the loss of three half-backs was 
a serious handicap. The game, which was expected to be close, developed into a de- 
cidedly one sided contest as the Miners repeatedly carried the ball across the Wyoming 
goal fine and rolled up a total of forty-two points. Wyoming succeeded in getting 
the ball in Mines territory only once during the game. The Mines line seemed invin- 
cible and never failed to make holes in the Wyoming line. Hinman was able to make 
substantial gains whenever called upon, and Schneider did some sensational work at 
half-back, while Harper did his usual brilliant work at quarter. During the third 
quarter McGuire made a forty-five yard run for a touchdown. Final score — Mines 
42, Wyoming 0.

As soon as the Wyoming game was over 
the Miners began to prepare for their game 
with Utah. Mines had played two games 
and won easily in both cases. On the other 
hand, Utah was thought, by many, to be the 
strongest team in the conference. On the 
preceding Saturday, Utah had won from 
Denver University by the overwhelming 
score of 66 to 0, and Denver had not been 
considered a weak team. In the Mines backfield, McKnight and Stringham were still 
nursing sprained ankles and were unable to enter the game. The Miners turned out 
in a body to support their team. They paraded the Dnever streets with the military 
band, from Fort Logan at their head, and marched in a body to the field. The game 
was a disappointment to the Miners. The ''Big Blue Team" seemed to be having an 
off day. The Utah team was in perfect condition and played excellent ball. The re- 
sult was that the Miners received their first and only defeat of the season. The Mines 
line seemed unable to hold the fast and heavy Utah backs, while the light backfield of 
the Mines team was unable to penetrate the Utah line for the required gains. There 
was only one time in the game that the Miners showed in their true form. In the 
third quarter the game was played almost entirely in Utah territory and the Miners 
were close to Utah's goal several times but lost the ball on fumbles. Harper succeed- 
ed in sending a drop kick between the goal posts for the only score. The Miners 
played good ball at times during the entire game but were inconsistent. Schneider 
and Hinman were probably the best ground gainers while Stringham's kicking was 
one of the features of the game. The following paragraph was copied from a Den- 
ver newspaper: 

"All in all the game was a fine exhibition of foot ball, and if it is to be regret- 
ted that the Colorado squad lost, they have the consolation in ther defeat that they 
played good foot ball, clean foot ball, and accepted their defeat as sportsmen should."

After being defeated by Utah the Miners 
began working harder than ever. Although 
Utah was leading in the race for the confer- 
ence championship, in case Utah should meet 
with defeat we would have a chance for the 
conference honors. The week was spent in 
trying to overcome the tendency to fumble 
and in learning a few new plays. The team 
was in better condition than it had been for 
any previous game. It was generally thought that the teams were evenly matched 
The Agricultural College had defeated the State University by a decisive score and had 
lost to Colorado College after a close game. The Miners scored 14 points in the first 
halt and were able to gain consistently. In the second half the "Aggies" gave a better 
exhibition of foot-ball and although the game was played entirely within The "Aggies" 
territory, there was no scoring and the game closed Mines 14, C A C A decided 
improvement in team work was shown, although defense was not what it should have 
Keen One of the best forward passes of the season was executed when, with the ball 
on Aggies eight yard line, Harper dropped back and passed the ball across the goal 
line to Pearce. &

After defeating the State Agricultural 
College the Miners regained confidence, al- 
though the}' were by no means over confi- 
dent. The team was playing better football 
every game. Schneider was confined to his 
bed but with that exception, the men were all 
in good condition. The team, accompanied 
by the greater part of the student body, left 
for Colorado Springs in a special train. They 
expected a hard and close game, and were going into the stronghold of the "Tigers" 
to do their best. The Miners played a hard game from the first. They began a 
march up the field and went over for a touch-down early in the first quarter. String- 
ham kicked goal. The "Tigers" fought hard and an exchange of punts gave Mines 
the ball on their own twenty yard line. Then the most disastrous play of the game 
occurred. Stringham attempted to punt but one of the opponents broke through and 
blocked the kick. The ball rolled behind the goal line and a Colorado College man 
fell on it for their first and only touch down. In the second quarter Stringham sent a 
drop kick over the bars and the half ended, Mines 10, C. C. 7. The third quarter 
was played almost entirely in "Tiger" territory, but the Miners were unable to go over 
for a touch-down. Several kicks were tried by both Harper and Stringham but with 
no success. The quarter ended with Mines in possession of the ball on the "Tigers" 
fourty yard line. In the beginning of the last quarter Stringham made a thirty yard 
end run for a touch-down, kicked goal, and made the score 1 7 to 7 in favor of Mines 
The Tigers played desperately for the remainder of the game but there was no furth- 
er scoring. The Miners were wild with delight for "Big Blue Team" had played a 
wonderful game and had given the "Tigers" tail a twist that would not soon be for- 
gotten.

The game with Colorado College showed the 
strength of the Mines team. The following Monday the 
coaches began to prepare for the game with the natural 
enemies of all Miners— the D. U. "Ministers."

The Miners began the game by carrying the ball well into 
the "Ministers" territory and on the second trial, Harper made a drop kick for the 
first score. The most sensational and the longest run of the season was made by Har- 
per in the second quarter when he caught a kick and made a sixty yard run to within 
five yards cf his own goal. The next play the ball was carried over for a touchdown. 
The game was played in Denver territory almost entirely and the only chance the 
"Ministers" had was in the last quarter, when they tried for a field goal. The ball 
was blocked and recovered by a Miner. The long runs, and the individual playing of 
the two smallest men on the team, Burris, and Harper, were the features of the game.

Now that they had defeated every other 
college in the state, it was up to the Miners 
to heat the State "Varsity" or in other words 
to "Get Boulder."

practice was not at all satisfactory and the Freshmen team had the best of every 
scrimmage. On the day of the big game, Golden was almost deserted. Practically 
the entire student body, as well as a large number of Golden residents, had gone to 
Boulder to see the last big game. In order to insure a good representation, they took 
with them the old favorite, the military band from Fort Logan. The Boulder team 
was confident, and the Miners were out to win. Both teams were badly crippled and 
some of the best men were out of the game. In the first quarter Boulder's goal was 
not in danger and the "Varsity" carried the ball to Mines thirty-five yard and kicked 
a field goal. In the second quarter Boulder began to weaken and the period was 
characterized by a punting duel. Neither side held the ball very long at a time and 
the quarter ended, U. of C. 3, Mines 0. The State "Varsity" was a tired looking team 
when they retired between halves and they 
showed the effects of the game much more 
than the Miners did. The Miners began to 
march toward the "Varsity" goal as soon as 
the second half opened. The Miners lost the 
ball on two occasions when within striking 
distance, but the "Varsity" was unable to 
make first down and was forced to kick. The 
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Miners when in possession of the ball, gained 
consistently and made their first touch-down 
early in the period. After that, the "Varsity" 
was unable to offer much resistance and the 
Miners gained at will. The work of the 
Mines line was especially commendable.

At the opening of the 1913 basket ball season, the 
Mines team was not in very good condition. The first con- 
ference game was played with the University of Colorado in 
the C. S. M. gymnasium. The Miners gained a big lead in 
the first period, but in the second period Hinman, the cen- 
ter, was injured so badly that it was necessary to take him 
out of the game. The loss of the regular center broke up 
the team work for Mines, and the heavier team won. Final 
score U. of C. 28, Mines 21. 

The next week, we won easily from Denver Univer- 
sity by the score of 26 to 13. Our team work had im- 
proved, and we felt confident of another championship team. 
The third conference game was played with the Colo- 
rado Agricultural College in Colden. The "Farmers" com- 
menced the same by playing hard and rough and kept the 
big end of the score during the first .period. Both Hinman 
and Place were knocked out twice, but they were able to 
play until near the close of the game. The Miners team 
work finally triumphed over the weight and rough tactics of 
the "Farmers." The final score was Mines 27, C. A. C. 17. 
The Miners next took a trip to Greeley and won easily 
from the State Normal School. The co-eds did not seem at all disappointed and 
displayed their hospitality by entertaining the Mines basket ball team at one of the 
sorority houses. 

The last home game was played with 
Wyoming and was a decidedly one sided con- 
test. The "Cowboys" went away with the 
small end of a 44 "to 3 score, and a large 
amount of respect for the "Blue Team." 
The Wyoming boys were far outclassed by 
the Miners, but were not so weak as the score 
indicates, as they had been on the road for 
several days and were not in good condition.

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Denver University's hope for revenge was rudely shattered on February 20th, 
when they again fell before the speedy Miners by a score of 35 to 20. The game was 
played in the "Ministers" stronghold, and was a good clean game, but the Miners were 
too fast for the Denverites. 

The hair raising game of the season was the second game with the State "Var- 
sity" in their own back yard. The game was fast and furious, neither side being more 
than two or three points ahead at any time. The first period closed with Mines leading 
by one point. At the end of the second period, the score was a tie. An extra five 
minutes was played and during that time the only point was made on a foul thrown by 
Captain Davis of Mines. The final score was 2 1 to 20 in favor of Mines. It looked 
very much like a tie for the conference championship but the Miners were a little over 
confident. After the U. of C. game there seemed to be a reaction, and during the fol- 
lowing week, the practice was unsatisfactory. 

The Miners went to Fort Collins in poor condition but expected to win. The 
"Farmers" were in good condition and played as they never had played before. In 
the first few minutes of play, the game was close, but the "Farmers" gradually forged 
ahead and the first period closed 17 to 8 in favor of "Aggies." The Miners came back 
in the second period and gained until the score stood 20 to 17 in favor of the "Farm- 
ers " The Miners then began to weaken, and were unable to hold out against the 
heavy "Farmers." The final score was Aggies 39, Mines 21. With Captain-elect 
L'eall to lead the team next year, we hope to bring the pennant back home.
